A top United States State De- 
partment official suggested in 
Washington that the Russians need 
not worry about the Atlantic treaty: 
all they have to do is not to attack 
any member nation. He reiterated 
declarations of Western leaders 
that the alliance is purely de- 
fensive. 

{Both French and British spokes- 
men denied the Soviet charge of 
treaty violation. British officiais 
commented that Russia’s reaffirma- 
tion of loyalty to the Yalta and 
Potsdam agreements “looks silly 
against the background of the Ber- 
lin blockade.” 

[A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man said “the text of the Atlantic 
accord was drafted with every con- 
sciousness of the United Nations 
Charter and in such a way as not 
to contravene its principles.” He 
said the alliance was directed not 
against Russia, but against ag- 
gression. ]

Soviet treaty, signed in Moscow 
in 1944, 
' The Soviet memorandum was 
sent to the United States, Canada, 
Britain, France, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg. In addi- 
tion, Norway, Italy, Denmark, Por- 
tugal and Iceland are joining up. 
Attitude Of Belgians 
, [The Belgian attitude toward the 
/Soviet complaint was reflected in a 
Cabinet decision to introduce the 
bill ratifying the treaty in the 
Chamber of Deputies Tuesday, the 
day afterthe Washington ceremony. 
|Belgium thus may become the first 
nation to ratify it.] 

Diplomats here are not agreed on 
what steps Russia might take to 
‘kill the British-Soviet and French- 
Soviet treaties, but said she may 
just say the treaties do not exist 
any more. For all practical pur- 
poses they would be dead. 

One interpretation of the treaties 
would bar formal denunciation at 
this time. Those holding this view 
quote a provision that the treaties, 
shall remain in force for twenty | 
years and “thereafter” until one) 
of the parties gives twelve months’ 
notice of its intention to get out.

May Invalidate Treaties 

The French-Soviet treaty, exe- 
cuted at Moscow December 10, 
1944, said in Article 5: “The high| 
‘contracting parties undertake not 
to conclude any alliance and not to! 
take part in any coalition directed 
against either of the high contract- 
‘ing parties.” 

At the time of the first Soviet 
‘tieclaration against the Atlantic al- 
liance, both the French and Brit- 
embassies here messazed their 
‘eapitals that the treaties might be 
regarded as invalid. 

The Russians may not denounce 
the treaties with France and Brit- 
ain. One interpretation of the 
treaties contends this cannot be 
done until after twenty years.

Government control of printing 
establishments and of the dis- 
tribution of newsprint has been 
exercised to deny freedom of ex- 
pression to individuals or groups 
whose political opinions are at 
variance with those of the Gov- 
ernment. In the field of report- 
ing, absence of formal censor- 
ship has not obscured the record 


| of the Hungarian Government in 
\ excluding or expelling foreign 


correspondents who have writ- 
ten despatches critical of the re- 
gime or in intimidating local cor- 
respondents into writing only 
what is acceptable or favorable to 


the regime. 


Freedom of public meeting on 


| political matters has been regu- 
| larly denied to all except Com- 


| munist groups and their collabo- 


rators. In the case of religious 
meetings, on various occasions 
attendance at such gatherings 
has been obstructed and the prin- 


_cipals subjected to harassment. 


The Hungarian Government, 
moreover, has pursued policies 
detrimental to freedom of reli- 
gious worship. It has sought by 
coercive measures to undermine 
the influence of the churches and 
of religious leaders and to re- 
strict their legitimate functions. 
By arbitrary and unjustified pro-. 
ceedings against religious leaders 
on fabricated grounds, as in the 
ease of Cardinal Mindszenty and 
Lutheran Bishop Ordass, the 


Hungarian Government has at- 


deprived democratic leaders of 
their liberty. To this end, the 
Rumanian Government employed 
methods of intimidation and per- 
versions of the judicial process. 
The inequities of these actions, 
as exemplified by the ‘‘trial’’ and 
condemnation to life imprison- 
ment of Juliu Maniu, president of 
the National Peasant party, and 
other leaders, were recited by the 
United States Government in the 
Legation’s note No. 61 of Febru- 
ary 2, 1948. Moreover, large num- 
bers of Rumanian citizens have 
been seized and held for long 
periods without public trial. 

By laws, decrees and adminis- 
trative measures as well as by 
extra-legal acts of organizations 
affiliated with the Government 
and the Communist party, the 
Rumanian Government has ssti- 
fled all expression of political 
opinion at variance with its own. 
Freedom of press and publication, 
guaranteed by the treaty of peace, 
does not exist in Rumania. No 
substantive criticism of the Gov- 
ernment is permitted. The Ru- 
manian Government has taken 
control of printing establishments 
and has suppressed all publica- 
tions which are not responsive 
to its direction or which do not 
serve the purposes of the Commu- 
nist party. 

Despite the express provision 
of the treaty of peace, only Com- 
munist and Communist-approved 
organizations are able in practice 
to hold public meetings. In view

The foreign ministers note that 
the views expressed by the Soviet 
Government on March 31 are 
identical in their misinterpreta- 
tion of the nature and intent of

It would thus appear that the 
views of the Soviet Government 
on this subject do not arise from 
an examination of the character 
and text of the North Atlantic 
pact but from other considera- 
tions. The text of the treaty itself 
is the best answér to such mis- 
interpretations and allegations. 

The text makes clear the com- 
pletely defensive nature of this 
pact, its conformity with both the 
spirit and letter of the Charter of 
the United Nations and also the 


fact that the pact is not directed 
against any nation or group of 
nations but only against armed 
aggression.

Last week the Parliament of 
Canada, with only two dissenting 
voices, endorsed the treaty which 
we sign here today. This virtual 


/ unanimity reflected the views of 


the Canadian people who feel 
deeply and instinctively that this 
treaty is not a pact for war, but 
a pledge for peace and progress. 

The North Atlantic treaty was 
born out of fear and frustration; 
fear of the aggressive and sub- 
versive policies of communism and 
the effect of those policies on our 


own peace and security and well- 
being; frustration over the obsti- 
nate obstruction by Communist 
states of our efforts to make the 
United Nations function effective- 
ly as a universal security system. 


| This treaty, though born of fear 


and frustration, must, however, 
lead to positive social, economic 
and political achievements if it 
is to live; achievements which 
will extend beyond the time of 
emergency which gave it birth, 
or the geographical area which 
it now includes. 

This treaty does not, of itself 
ensure peace. It does, however, 
give us the promise of far greater 
security and stability than we 
possess today. By our combined 
efforts, we must convert this 
promise into performance or the 
treaty will remain no more than 
yet another expression of high 
but unattained ideals. That will 
not happen to our North Atlantic 
pact if each of us accepts the 
challenge it proclaims; if each of 
us, with trust in the good-will 
and peaceful policies .of the oth- 
ers, will strive to make it some- 
thing more than word, We know 
that we can do this. If it were 
not so, we would not ee be 
giving this pledge to stand to- 
gether in danger and to work to- 
gether in peace. 


| We, in this North Atlantic com- 
munity, the structure of which 


we now consolidate, must jeal- 
ously guard the defensive and 
progressive nature of our league. 
There can be no place in this 
group for power politics .or im- 
perialist, ambitions on the part of 
any of its members. This is more 
than a treaty for defense.. We 
must, of course, defend ourselves, 


/ and that is the first purpose of 
| our pact; but, in doing so, we | 
_must never forget that we are 


now organizing force for peace — 
so that peace can one day be pre- 


served without force. 
Strength in Common Freedoms 


We are a North Atlantic com- 
munity of twelve nations; and 
350,000,000 people. We are strong 
in our lands and resources, in our 
industry and manpower. We are 
strong above all in our common 
tradition of liberty, in our com- 
mon belief in the dignity of the 
individual, in our common herit- 
age of social and political thought 
and in our resolve to defend our 
freedoms together. Security and 
progress, however, like peace 
and war, are indivisible. So there 
must be nothing narrow or exclu- 
sive about our lea ; no slack- 
ening of our interest in ‘the wel- 
fare and security of all friendly 
people. 

The North Atlantic community 
is part of the world community 
“and as we grow stronger to 
preserve the peace, all free men 
grow stronger with us. The 
world today is too small, too 
interdependent, for even regional 
isolation. 

This treaty is a forward move 
in man’s progress from ‘the 
wasteland of his post-war world, 
to better, safer ground. But as 
we reach the distant pastures, 
we see greener ones far on. As 
we reach the summit of this 
lofty peak, higher ones loom up 
beyond. We are forever climb- 
ing the ever mounting slope and 
must not rest until we reach the 
last objective of a sane and moral 
world. 

Our treaty is no mere Maginot 
Line against annihilation; no 
mere fox-hole from fear, but the 
point from which we start for 
yet one more attack on all those 
evil forces that would block our 
way to justice and to peace.

The defensive alliance that we 
are concluding today cannot, of 
course, establish true peace, 
which is more than the absence 
of war, but, like other similar al- 
liances in the past, it may give 
the world a salutary period of 
lasting truce.

We who are vitally interested in 
the security of the North Atlantic 
area, henceforth stand united in 
our resolve to repel aggression, 
just as we stand united in our 
resolve not to attack others. 

Such, then, is the treaty’s un- 
shakable moral basis. We shall 
sign with a clear conscience in 
the face of God. 

Various aspects of the new 
treaty are being explained by my 
fellow speakers. Let me add and 
stress this: 

Together we are determined in 
our mutual interest to gird the 
North Atlantic with a chain of 
strength. That chain 1s, neces- 
sarily, as strong as its weakest 
link. Let us then strive together, 
on a basis of equal treatment for 
all, to uphold the strength of the 
strongest links, and to increase 
that of the :weakest, for weak 
links are a common peril. This is 
a dictate of plain common sense. 

There, as in so many other 
fields, of international coopera- 
tion and integration, the Neth- 
erlands will not be found want- 
ing.

I can not at this time give a 
figure, a range of figures, or an 
informed guess, of what the cost 
of the program will be, for either 
the North Atlantic pact countries 
or for other areas.

The people of the North At- 
lantic community have seen 


solemn agreements, designed to | 


assure peace and the rights of 
small nations, broken one by 
one and the people of those 
nations deprived of freedom by 
terror and oppression. They are 
resolved that their nations shall 
not, one by one, suffer the same 
fate. 

The nations signing this 
treaty share a common heritage 
of democracy, individual liberty 
and the rule of law. The Ameri- 
can members of the North At- 
lantic community stem directly 
from the Europan members in 
tradition and in love of free- 
dom. We have joined together 
in the progressive development 
of free institutions, and we have 
shared our moral and material 
strength in the present task of

Although this Government’s full 
participation in world cooperation | 
dates only from 1945, this Gov- 
ernment had, for more than a) 
century and a quarter, contrib- | 
uted to the peace of the Americas | 
by making clear its determination 
to resist any attack upon our | 
neighboring republics to the | 
south. The same determination 
and the obligations necessary to 
give it effect through the collec- 
tive action of ali the American 
republics was incorporated in the 
Treaty of Rio de Janeiro in 1947, 
This treaty, like the North At- 
lantic treaty, is a defense ar- 
rangement under the Charter of 
the T'nited Nations. The essence 
of that treaty is recognition of 
the fact that an armed attack on 
any of the American states is in 
effect an attack upon them all. | 

The North Atlantic treaty is || 
patterned on the Treaty of Rio 
de Janeiro. Its essence is recogni- |) 
tion of the fact that an armed 
attack on any of the North At- 
lantic nations is in effect an at- 
tack upon them all. At attack 
upon any of them would not be de- 
signed merely to gain territory 
or nationalistic ends.

On March 17, 1948, the Govern- 
ments of Belgium, France, Lux- 
embourg, the Netherlands and 
the United Kingdom signed the 
Brussels Treaty, which was mod- 
eled to a considerable extent on 
the Rio treaty and which estab- 
lished another collective defense 
arrangement within the frame- 
work of the Charter. That ar- 
rangement was established with 
the encouragement of this Gov- 
ernment as a step toward the 
closer integration of the free na- 
tions of Europe and as evidence 
of the determination of the five 
parties resolutely to defend them- 
selves and each other against ag- 
gression. In establishing it, they 
repeatedly advised us that, de- 
spite their determination to do 
their utmost in self-defense, their 
collective strength might be in-

Following approval by the gov- 
ernments concerned of the rec- 
omendations of their represent- 
atives, negotiation of the treaty 
was begun in December and fin- 
ished on March 15, 1949. 

Throughout these conversations 
and negotiations Mr. Lovett and 
I have constantly made clear 
that, so far as the United States 
was concerned, the treaty must 
conform to the expression of 
guidance contained in the Senate 
resolution. I am glad to say that 
the principles stated in the reso- 
lution received the whole-hearted 
concurrence of the other partici- 
pating governments. 

From time to time during the 
negotiations, first Mr. Lovett 
and, since January 20, I have 
consulted fully with the chairman 
and ranking minority member of 
the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. During the later stages of 
the negotiations I met twice with 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
as a whole. The treaty in its final 


form reflects a number of con- | 
structive suggestions made by ~— 


members of the committee. 
Nerway Joins Negotiations 
Earlv in March the Norwegian

bilities. Accordingly, imvitations 
to become original signatories of 
the treaty were issued on behalf 
of the eight participating govern- 
ments on March 17 to the govern- 
ments of Denmark, Iceland, Italy 
and Portugal. It is a source of 
gratification that those govern- 
ments decided to participate in 
this collective enterprise. 
Treaties are ordinarily negoti- 
ated in strict confidence and 
their contents made public only 
after signature. In this case, 
while it was necessary to conduct

Any 
situation or event anywhere could 
be cause for consultation if it 
were deemed to threaten the in- 
tegrity, independence or security 
of any party, but it is not antici- 
pated that consultation would be 
lightly sought or that it would be 
productive if it were. The article 
contains no obligation beyond 
consultation. Any action taken as 
a result of consultation would be 
determined by each party in the 
light of the seriousness of the 
situation and of its obligations 
under the United Nations Charter 
and ir. the spirit of the treaty. 

There is no intention that such 
consultation should in any way 
duplicate the functions of the 
United Nations Security Council 
or the General Assembly.

Some Did Not Understand 


Foster said that frequently when|™ 


a collection notice was sent to a 
family the Army would receive by 
mail not only a single check but a 
whole package of uncashed checks. 

In other instances, families did} 
not understand allotment 
method. A family already notified 
of the death of a soldier thought 
that continued delivery of checks 
after his death meant that this was 
some form of death benefit.
